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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: in Figure 5 of Farooq et al., the metallic cap 23 is 
disposed between insulative layer 20 and 30. In Admitted Prior Art Figure 1-3E, insulative layer 48 is on substrate 12, and the first 
damascend conductive wire/stud 61 has a lower portion in the first insulative layer 49 and an upper portion above a portion of the first 
insulative layer 49. The Admitted Prior Art Figure 1-3E and Farooq et al. are both semiconductor interconnection structures, wherein 
process variability is discussed in Farooq et al. col. 1 , lines 32-46. 
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
